Pursuant to the guidelines of MPEP 1 308 and in accordance with 37 CFR § 1.3 1 3, Applicant 
requests permission to withdraw the referenced patent application from issuance after payment of 
the issue fee and consider the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) submitted herewith. 
The Issue Fee Transmittal (PTOL-85B) and Fee Address Form (PTO/SB/47) were submitted on 
June 14, 2004 and the Issue Notification indicates that the patent will issue March 1, 2005 unless 
withdrawn.
